Bryan. 
Th® hall wan packed in antici­ 
pation of Bryan's reply to Cockran on 
the trust question. It was reported that 
Bryan had a set of resolutions to pre­ 
sent. presumably antagonistic to trusts 
as they now exist. 
However, he denied 
this, saying: 
"I have none prepared 
and am not sure whether I have to pre­ 
pare any for presentation.” 
Bryan was introduced by Governor 
Stanley of Kansas who acted as chair­ 
man at the opening of the session. 
Mr. 
Bryan argued that monopoly in private 
hands is indefensible. 
One trust might 
be less harmful than another, but there 
was no good monopoly in private hands. 
, Bryan denied 
that under monopoly 


I prices were reduced. 
He 
protested 
against settling every question upon the 
I dollar argument. 
In the early years of 


I Lincoln’s administration he sent a mes­ 
sage to congress warning his country­ 
men against the approach of monarchy. 
He said in the attempt to put capital on 
an equal footing, if not above labor in 
the structure of the government, he saw 
the approach of monarchy. 
Lincoln 
was right. 
•’Whenever you put capital on an 
equal footing with labor, or above la­ 
bor, in the structure of a government, 
yon are on the road to aid a government 
that rests not upon reason, but force.” 
said Mr. Bryan. 
“What is the first 
thing expected of a trust ? That it will 
cut down expenses. What’s the second? 
That it will raise prices. 
We have had 
not in this country yet a taste of a com­ 
plete trust, a complete monopoly, and 
we cannot tell what will he the result 
of a complete monopoly by looking at 
the results we have followed from at­ 
tempts to secure a monopoly because in 
the attempt to secure a monopoly, mo­ 
nopoly has been lowering the prices in 
order to rid itself of competitors. 
But 
when it has rid itself of competitors, 
what is going to be the result? 
My 
frinds all you have to know is human 
nature. 
God made men selfish, selfish­ 
ness is merely the ontgiowth of the in­ 
stinct of self preservation. 
Its abnor­ 
mal development is a man’s desire to 
protect himself.” 
“Both state and nation should have 
concurrent remedies for trusts. 
In the 
first place every state has. or should 
have, the right to create any private 
corporation, which in the judgment of 
the people of the state, is conductive to | 
the welfare of the people of that state, j 
I believe we can safely entrust to the 
people of a state the settlement of the I 
question which concerns them. 
If they 
create a corporation and it becomes de­ 
structive of their liest interests, they I 
can destroy that corporation, and we 
can safely trust them both to create and 
annihilate, if conditions make annihila­ 
tions necessary. 
“In the second place a state has or 
should have the right to prohibit any 
foreign corporation from doing business 
in the state and it ought to have or has 
the right to impose such restrictions 
and limitations as the people of the state I 
may think necessary on any foreign cor- | 
porationa doing business in the state. 
I 
believe, in addition to state remedy 
there must be a Federal remedy, and I 
believe congress has or should have the ! 
power to place such restrictions and lim­ 
itations, even to the point of prohibition 
upon any corporation organized in one 
state that wants to do business outside 
of that state.” 
At the conclusion of his speech Mr. 
Bryan resumed his seat facing a sea of 
wildly waving arms and a storm of 
cheers. 
Congressman Gaines of Tennessee, 
assumed the chairmanship and intro­ 
duced James H. Raymond of Chicago, 
who spoke on“Patents aud Monopolies.”

Chicago* Sept. 15.—The joint debate 
looked for last night between W. J. 
Bryan andW. Bourke Cockran on trnsts 
did not take place. 
Central Music hall 
was an eager ancience, but the people 
present bad to content themselves with­ 
out the oratory of the famous Nebras­ 
kan who, however, occupied a seat on 
the platform. 
Mr. Bryan reached Central Music hall 
early in the evening. 
He went direct’ 
to a room upstairs where he was greeted 
by Chairman Franklin Head, Congress­ 
man Gaines, Ralph M. Easley and other 
members of the programme committee 
of the civic federation conference on 
trusts 
Mr. Bryan surprised the com­ 
mittee by declining to speak at the night 
session with W. Bourke Cockran in ac­ 
cordance with the programme previous­ 
ly arranged. 
Mr. Bryan explained that 
he did not wish to let ’.he impression go 
out that he was to enter into a debate 
with Mr. Cockran at the state session. 
Mr. Cockran was sent for and he and 
Mr. Bryan discussed the situation. The 
committee withdrew to allow the two 
orators to settle the dispute among them­ 
selves. 
Mr. Bryan positively refused 
to speak in joint debate 
with Mr. 
Cockran. 
He will speak at today’s 
session. 
Though disappointed in failing to see 
Bryan and Cockran pitted against each 
other, the audience nevertheless enjoyed 
a rare treat, as Mr. Cockran was at his 
best and his speech was punctuated 
with frequent and prolonged applause. 
When Mr. Bryan made his appearance 
it was the signal for tumultuous cheer­ 
ing which lasted until the Nebraskan 
had taken his seat on the speaker’s stand.

J. B. Carroll and J. M. Morgan 
have two acres each, and many 
others have small patches. 
Goobers are planted to feed hogs, 
horses and cattle. 
A horse will 
quit eating corn to fo feed on goob­ 
ers, so I am informed by some of 
those who are planting them. 
I am told that goobers require 
about the same amount of labor 
as that of corn, and yield more food 
product per acre. 
They plant the 
little spanish ground pea. 
Those 
now growing them will continue to 
do so, and some will increase the 
acreage. 
Seed can be bought of thpse peo­ 
ple at l l per bushel, and a bushel 
will plant an acre. 
This county needs to have in­ 
troduced a good forage crop like 
lfalfa, and I shall perhaps have 
something to say about that in 
another letter.

W ashington, S e p t 16.—N ew s concern

He said th a t the officers and 
14 m en w ere a t Bigau, w here they w ere 
subsisting off a m eager q u a n tity of rice 
valued a t n o t m ore th an I peseta per 
m an per day. 
T he allow ance w as m ore 
lib eral th an th a t for the Spanish prison­ 
ers, every one of w hom w as allotted at 
i peseta lier day. T here w ere fu lly 2000 
of th e la tte r a t Bigam G arza said. and 
all prisoners, Spanish and A m erican, 
show ed the effect of the confinem ent 


a n d t h e poor and insufficient food. 
He 
is q uoted as saying th a t the captive 
could not stan d such hardships and such 
fare m uch longer. 
G arza also described the e x ten t of the 
force a t B igau, w here fully 8000 Fili­ 
pinos are now under arm s. 
Some of the 
w eapons are M ausers, 
w ith w hich the 
troops on the line are being equipped 
steadily. 
T he sources of supply evi 
dently am azed G arza as it has those in 
au th o rity a t M anila. 
H e said th e old 
w eapons w ere being distrib u ted to the 
troops in the in terio r and th a t th e a r­ 
m am ent of the in fan try goes on to an 
alarm in g extent. 
G arza also reports 
th a t th e F ilipinos in some instances, 
w ere equipped w ith the uniform s of 
A m ericans including the cork helm et. 
These articles evidentally cam e from 
the steam er C entennial, w hich w ent on 
th e reef of the north w estern coast of 
L uzon and w as prom ptly looted. D *r *a 
w itnessed also th e destruction of the 
S aturnus, of w hich he furnished a vivid 
account to the authorities. 
N avy d ep artm en t officials say th a t 
steps have already been taken to relieve 
L ieu ten an t G ilm ore and his purty.
